The announcement of the death 
of the Metropolitan, who led the 
Russian Orthodox church to rec- 
onciliation with the Soviet State, 
was published in black borders on 
the front pages of the Soviet 
press. The first solemn funeral 
service was celebrated this morn- 
ing at the patriarchate with a 
choir singing “Eternal Memory.”. 

The cathedral] was opened to the 
public for the traditional leave- 
taking by followers of the depart- 
ed patriarch. 


Spent Life in Church. 


Sergei was born Ivan Nikolaie- 
vich Stragorovsky, the son ofa 
priest at the town of Arzamas 
near Gorki. He devoted his entire 
life to the church, serving as a 
missionary to Japan, rector of a 
theological school and as bishop 
in Finland. As Metropolitan of 
Moscow he became acting pa- 
triarch in 1925 after the Bolshevik 
revolution. He headed the church 
during the long period of es- 
strangement from the Soviet state.

The witness, William R. Mc- 
Dowell, special agent in charge 
of the investigation of applica- 
tions, identified a certificate of 
medical examination dated June 
27, 1942, signed by Von Gontard 
and the physician, setting forth 
that the applicant had no physical 
defects and a statement by Dr. 
Hutschneker that “in my opinion 
the applicant is capable of doing 
arduous physical exertion, and is 
in good physical condition.” 

Draft board examiners classified 
Von Gontard 4F in January 1943 
on the basis of a medical history 
submitted by Dr. Hunschneker as- 
serting that he suffered from a 


chronic gall bladder ailment, 


Earlier Witness Weakens, 

Testimony of Branislaw Nelken, 
Hollywood film editor, that Von 
Gontard had made slighting refer- 
ence to the war plight of Great 
Britain in 1941 when the Govern- 
ment charges he was engaged in 
a conspiracy to avoid the draft, 
was weakened on cross-examina- 
tion when the witness admitted 
he was not certain who made the 
remark he had attributed to Yon 
Gontard. 

Nelken testified , yesterday on 
direct examination that Von Gon- 
tard, 37-year-old grandson of the 
late Adolphus Busch, founder of 
the St. Louis brewery fortune, 
had suggested collecting dimes to 
buy Prime Minister Churchill a 
rowboat, so he “could escape from 
the doomed British Isles and carry 
on his private war fro mthe West- 
ern Hemisphere.” 

Pressed by Defense Attorney 
Theodore Kiendi today for his 
recollection of other details of the 
conversation, Nelken admitted 
that his memory of the occasion 
was indistinct and that the pro- 


ue @ posal might have been made by 


someone else in the group. 

It was about the time of this 
happening that the Government 
charges that Von Gontard was 
conspiring with the co-defendants 
Army Lt. Francis X. Grottano, 
Michael Mangano and Dr. Hutsch- 
neker to obtain deferments from 
induction as an essential employe 
of Mangano’s uniform manufac- 
turing firm, and later rejection on 
the ground of physical disability. 

Remark Made at Party. 

Nelken related in direct testi- 
mony that the Busch heir had 
made the sneering proposal dur- 
ing a party at which he was host 
at the Monte Carlo beach club 
June 18, but told Attorney Kiendl 
he had talked to Assistant United 
States Attorney J, Gerard Cregan 
last night, and learned that it was 
June 26. Grottano was among the 
guests at the affair, he said. The 
Government charges that Grot- 
tano received lavish entertainment 
from Von Gontard after introduc- 
ing him to Mangano, applicant for 
Von Gontard’s deferments. 

In a conversation with Grottano 
after the party, Nelken added, he 
asked how an Army officer “could 
join in this cynical fun” about 
Churchill. Grottano replied that 
he did it to please Von Gontard, 
the witness concluded.

| Metal-Incased Bridging Tech- 
nique Developed by New 
York Doctors Described. 


BALTIMORE, May 16 (AP).—A 
new technique for _ repairing 
severed arteries by bridging them 
with metal-inclosed veins taken 
from cadavers held out hope today 
for a material reduction in ampu- 
,tationg necessitated by battle 
| wounds. 

The method, developed by three 
New York doctors, was described 
last night to the Johns Hopkins 
Medical Society by Dr. Arthur H. 
‘Blakemore of the Columbia- 
Presbyterian Medical Center, New 
York City. It previously had been 
reported in medical journals, 

One of the chief advantages of 
ithe new technique is the speed 
with which it can be performed, 
as compared with the old method, 
and that it can be done under 
battle conditions—making possible 
the handling of a larger number 
of casualties. 

Dr. Blakemore, who with Drs. 
Jere W. Lord and Paul L. Stefko 
of New York Hospital, developed 
the procedure, said two small 
metal tubes of vitallium, an alloy 
which can be left in the body 
without injury, are used. 

A segment of vein is inserted in 
the tubes and the ends of the 
tubes placed in the severed ends 
| of the artery, which is tied over 
i'the tube with silk thread. The

artery, Dr. Blakemore said, and in 
time takes on some of the 
characteristics of an artery. 

The old method was to stitch to- 
gether two arteries, a tedious pro- 
cedure requiring much more time. 


EMPIRE CONFERENCE ENDS 


LONDON, May 16 (AP).—The 
Prime Ministers of the British 
commonwealths concluded their 
formal conferences today but are 
expected to remain in Britain for 
less formal talks.

Farther north, the town of Pig- 
nataro today is in the sphere of 
close fighting.

It is along this same road, near- 
er Ausonia and both to the north 
and south of that town, that the 
French advance has subdued all 
organized enemy opposition. 


There is good evidence that the 
.Germans in the mountains north 
and west of the line running from 
Gaeta to Ausonia are in an un- 
comfortably bad way for supplies. 
Yesterday, at Santa Maria Infante 
I walked with a homeless, impov- 
erished Italian refugee family, 
moving from Spigno to Minturno, 
and they said that the Germans 
had been taking food and live 
stock from the populace. Prison- 
ers in this area were visibly glad 
to get American rations. 


Tactical Bombing’s Effect. 


This at last provides substantial 
testimony that the operations of 
our tactical air force have been 
successfu] in cutting the area’s 
road communications, and they 
are extremely hard to cut effec- 
tively.

Where we ate was the battle- 
ground of the day before over 
which American infantrymen 
fought and captured the town in 
which the Germans had held out 
for three days after our attack 
started. 

The trees around us seemed to 
have aged overnight in the with- 
ering fire which stripped them 
naked of their foliage and left 
their limbs exposed grotesquely as 
if Salvador Dali had designed this 
landscape. 

The Yanks were mopping up 
here and carrying the assault on 
to Spigno on the mountain across 
the valley to the northwest. Be- 
hind us, down toward the sea, 
more Americans were building up 
the battle against the Germans. 

The terrain here has been 
neither more difficult nor easier 
than in other sectors of the front 
but progress has been painfully 
slow because the enemy chose to 
fight hard to protect the scant 
road network over which he had 
to service all Nazi troops in this 
mountain mass, troops which 
might otherwise have been com- 
pletely cut off. 

A lot of Americans have been 
doing a lot of hard fighting here 
since the offensive began but they 
consider that the battle is going 
well and they show their satisfac- 
tion. Somebody asked Capt. Fred 
Blanche where his Kansas-born, 
cane-carrying regimental Colonel 
was, and Blanche, an infantryman 
of Shreveport, La., replied: “He's 
away off up there somewhere 
ahead with his own command 
posts. We can’t keep up with 
him.” 

Outside Blanche’s sandbagged 
doorway a crippled  halftrack 
blocked the road.

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GOVERNORS AID 
FOR CO-ORDINATED 
RIVER BASIN PLAN 


Urges Senators to Call 
for Solution of Conflict 
on Missouri Valley 
Problem. 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP).— 
A witness told a Senate Commerce 
subcommittee today that “Con- 
gress should direct” the Army En- 
gineers and the Bureau of Recla- 
mation to “bring in a co-ordinated 
plan” for development of the Mis- 
souri River basin so as to end 
the conflict between irrigation’and 
navigation interests. 

“It appears impracticable for 
any congressional committee to 
take two conflicting plans and at- 
tempt to pick out anything that 
would solve this problem,” R. J. 
Tipton, Dénver, private consulting 
engineer, asserted at a committee 
hearing. 

Tipton represented the Gover- 
mors of Washington, Idaho, Utah, 
Colorado, Nevada, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana and North Dakota and asked 
that protective amendments for 
irrigation be written into the Riv- 
ers and Harbors Bill, already 
passed by the House, and now un- 
der consideration by the Senate 
subcommittee. 

Tipton said final approval of 
the measure, which provides for 
2 nine-foot channel below Sioux 
City, Ia., “would amount to writing 
of a blank check by Congress” 
as to the amount of water that 
could be used for navigation, un- 
less it was amended. 

Water used for irrigation, he 
said, would result in “new wealth 
of about $20 an acre” while, if 
used for navigation, would save 
only about $1 an acre in lower 
freight rates. 

Howard R. Stinson, assistant 
chief counsel for the Reclamation 
Bureau, said he believed there was 
mo serious question about the con- 
stitutionality of any protective 
amendment Congress might write 
into the bill in favor of irriga- 
tion. 

There was no indication how 
goon the committee would con- 
clude hearing witnesses and act 
on the various suggestions for 
amendments.

OF PSYCHONEUROTIC 
FOR REJECTED MEN 


Finds It Is Bar to Jobs, 
Although Many So Tagged 
Are Brilliant. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 16 (AP). 
—Announcement that the Army 
has dropped the objectionable la- 
bel “psychoneurotic” from the rec- 
ords of selectees rejected for nerv- 
ous and mental reasons was made 
to the American Psychiatric Asso- 
clation yesterday. 

Many persons considered this 
“PN” label a disgrace. It prevent- 
ed many men from getting jobs. 
The rejections continue, but the 
reason now given is “not suited 
for military service.” 

PN was dropped because of the 
misunderstandings it has caused. 
Dr. Arthur H., Ruggles, chairman 
of the association’s special com- 
mittee on psychiatry in the armed 
forces, said that many PN persons 
are superior people in civilian life, 
brilliant, skilled, everything that 
industry might want. They are 
just not suited for military life, he 
said, 

Announcement of the label drop- 
ping was made by Col. William C. 
Menninger, chief of the neuropsy- 
chiatric division of the Office of 
the Surgeon General, 

Announced also was the size of 
the man-pool of rejectees and dis- 
charged—a total of more than four 
million. Of these, 3,800,000 were 
4F and half a million discharged. 
Of the 4F"’s, 1,300,000 were mental 
and nervous—the old psychoneu- 
rotic label. Of the discharged, 40 
per cent were for mental and nerv- 
ous reasons.

transportation policy with the aim 
of making rates “truly reflect the 
cost of service.” 

In a preliminary report to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Congress, the 
board also proposed creation of 
three permanent Federal agencies: 

1, Federal Transportation Au- 
thority, to be an independent 
agency or a part of the Com- 
merce Department. “The new 
body would continuously study 
the country’s’ transportation 
needs, and submit reports, plans, 
and recommendations to the 
President and to Congress.” 

2. Office of Public Transpor- 
tation Counsel, to be an agency 
of the Justice Department. The 
board said this office would rep- 
resent the public at hearings be- 
fore transportation regulatory 
bodies, At present, it said, “fre- 
quentiy the adversaries in pro- 
ceedings before the administra- 
tive body either cannot or do 
not present sufficient facts to 
enable the agency to decide 
questions in the larger public in- 
terest.” 

3. National Transportation Ad- 
visory Body, to be composed of 
representatives of all forms of 
transportation, \finance, agricul- 
ture, industry, labor and public 
service. It would report to con- 
gress and the President on 
transportation activities, 

The Board of Investigation and 
Research, a temporary body, was 
provided for in the transportation 
act of 1940. Organized in August, 
1941, its members are Robert B. 
Webb of Kentucky, chairman, and 
C. E. Childe of Nebraska.

project such as the Weldon Spring 
ordnancé plant.” 

None of the allegations, the re- 
port went, on, contains “any re- 
liable evidence of misconduct 
which could be termed fraud.” 

Recounting the war emergency 
at the time the Weldon Spring 
project was undertaken and the 
urgent need for speed, the report 
declared “it was inevitable that 
uninformed and prejudiced em- 
ployes could find incidents from 
which unfavorable comparisions 
could be made.” 

The report took up, one by one, 
every charge made in the affi- 
davits by former employes of the 
plant. In many instances the 
charges were denied, while in oth- 
ers they were admitted, with ex- 
planations indicating certain prac- 
tices were necessary. For example, 
in answer to one complaint that 
underbrush far distant from the 
main buildings was cleared by 
workers, it was explained that this 
was a safety precaution. 

Perspective View Urged. 

After a thorough discussion of 
the various assertions of waste in 
the maintenance of the giant 
plant, the report concluded that 
“there may well have been, here 
and there and from time to time, 
scattered instances of wasteful- 
ness and inefficiency,” but said 
this should be viewed in perspec- 
tive, “in the light of the situation 
which existed at the time, the ef- 
forts made towards a proper con- 
trol, and the overall results actu- 
ally accomplished, in an incred- 
ibly short period of time.” * 

The report included a statement 
made by the Atlas Powder Co., op- 
erator of the plant, which de- 
clared, in part: “The Atlas Pow- 
der Co. does not attempt to deny 
that there was loafing, gambling, 
sleeping, fighting, horseplay and 
other offenses. The record show- 
ing the discharges for these 
causes is evidence enough that 
there was. However, we do deny 
that they were countenanced or 
permitted by the management, and 
state unequivocably that rules 
were established prohibiting any 
such actions, and that infractions 
were dealt with whenever discov- 
ered.” 


SALESMEN TOLD TO GET READY

Hilldring, chief of the General 
Staff Civil Affairs Division, but 
they called the Mediterranean 
record astonishingly successful. 

They emphasized that the pri- 
mary purpose of AMG is to as- 
sist the advance of the army 
against the enemy. 

McCloy disclosed that military

Hilldring, referring to criticism 
that AMG had not removed from 
office all Fascist officials “the 
minute we entered Italy,” said: 


| “It’s true we did not. Some of 
the most violent Fascists fled be- 
fore we got there, and they took 
some of their followers with them. 


“But there were many Fascists 
left, and one reason we didn’t 
pull them out at once is that our 
main purpose was to establish 
order quickly. There are more 
than 600,0000 office holders in 
Italy. If we pulled them all out 
at once, we would have precipi- 
tated that chaos which it was 
our intention to prevent. 

“However, we have proceeded 
systematically to determine who 
were and who were not the kind 
of Italians with whom we wanted 
_to deal, and those who were not, 
| we removed from office.” 
| As to charges that the Allies 
were not maintaining a satisfac- 
tory subsistence level for the 
Italian people, McCloy said a re- 
| cent investigation by a specially 
designated British-American com- 
mission showed there was no 
shortage of food, and less malnu- 
trition in the occupied portion of 
Italy than there was in 1939.

Teachers of art have frequent oppor- 
tunity for seeing real things in the open. 
Without driving too far they may see a 
Sunset Over an open landscape, a wind- 
ing river, country scenes, men in action, 
Boys and girls benefit from all this. 

A teacher of physics may have a back 
yard where he can tinker on an automo- 
bile, or a cellar where he may build a 
radio. A biology teacher may have a 
real garden, where he may see bugs and 
worms in action. Then when these teach- 
ers talk to classes, they are talking about 
things they have seen and handled, not 
about something they read somewhere. 

Teachers are continually encouraging 
pupils to. go out and observe instances 
of soil erosion, highway construction, 
landscape gardening, food production, di- 
versity of occupation, so they may have 
fruitful topics for themes in English, dis- 
cussions in sociology, and history pa- 
pers on city growth and development, 

_ There is hardiy a subject studied in 
school that is not helped by these first- 
hand contacts. If such contents are an 
inspiration to pupils, they certainly 
should be an inspiration to teachers, It 
seems queer that board members should 
Giscourage them. 
- Educators often deplore too much 
book teaching, but ideas do not come 
from thin air. They come from a varie- 
ty and an abundance of observation.

- To many teachers, tinkering around 
‘and growing flowers make no appeal. 
They get their inspiration from sum- 
‘mer travel, from week-end trips, from 
-visits to parks, museums, theaters and 
‘the hundreds of other points of inter- 
‘est the city affords, and for them the 
close city life is suited. 

But there is a strong feeling among 
all teachers that the fellow who wants 
‘to have cats and dogs and chickens and 
flowers and vegetables and places to 
tinker around, should have the oppor- 
tunity to do just that.

The Orlemanski Mission 


History is dramatic with instances in which 
little people have been magnified to bigness by 
some unexpected turn of great events. Such a 
one is Father Stanislaus Orlemanski, through 
whom Joseph Stalin has chosen to express him- 
self on one of the burning issues of the day. 

There is no question about the earnestness 
and integrity with which the priest from Mas- 
sachusetts undertook his unorthodox mission to 
Moscow, since he has been crusad@’ng for some 
time for Russo-Polish understanding. Neither 
is there question in Protestant or Catholic minds 
that he is subject to the judgment and discipline 
of his church. He was not its authorized repre- 
sentative, and he accepted Stalin’s invitation 
without the advice or sanction of his superiors. 
It is for the church to decide whether he should 
be disciplined. 

Yet what the mission brought about transcends 
in importance any official indorsement or 
chastisement of Father Orlemanski. Stalin gave 
him two audiences, one lasting five hours. He 
granted none to Prof. Lange of Chicago, who ac- 
companied the priest as a representative of that 
Polish-American sentiment which hopes for post- 
war Polish friendship with Russia. 

The Soviet press was full of pictures of the 
Marshal welcoming the first Catholic priest to 
the citadel of Communism. Through their news- 
papers, the people of Russia, the Catholics of 
White Russia and the Ukraine, overwhelmingly 
Catholic Poland, and the people of the rest of 
the world were told what Stalin himself would 
not say openly, perhaps because he feared to he 
misrepresented or rebuffed. This, beyond any 
doubt, was the. message: 

Soviet Russia, having reinstated the Orthodox 
church, is no longer hostile to organized religion. 
Soviet Russia wants to come to termg with 
Catholicism. Soviet Russia, on record for a “free 
and independent Poland,” wants friendship as 
well with the church that commands ita fealty. 

The way Stalin has said these things is of 
less importance than the fact of saying them, 
Apparently, he hoped that Father Orlemanski 
would be well received on his return; that he 
would be permitted to take his message to the 
Vatican; that orderly negotiations for a rapport 
between Soviet Russia and the Catholic church 
would proceed from there, with Russia declaring 
for freedom of worship wherever she wielded 
influence and the Vatican accepting the declara- 
tion publicly and in good faith. 

Such a move on the part of the Kremlin is 
realistically in line with the many Russian steps 
toward harmony with the Western world that 
have been taken in the past three years. 

Once again, it is unfortunate that Marshal 
Stalin has taken a roundabout way of expressing 
himself on a matter of great importance. It is 
characteristic of Russia diplomacy to scoff at 
protocol, to take dramatic rather than orthodox 
action, literally to think out loud instead of an- 
nouncing a policy only after it has been proved 
effective. : 

However, Western hostility to and exclusion of 
the Soviet Union through the ’20s and ’30s did 
much to shape the nature of Russian action in 
international affairs. If it is not always through 
the usual channels, it may well be because the 
usual channels were so long closed. This ex- 
plains, but does not excuse, Russian moves that 
often baffle those whom they most affect, nor 
does it help to bridge the narrowing gap between 
Russia and the Western world. 

None of these considerations, the clerical fate 
of Father Orlemanski or the irregularity of 
Stalin’s approach to his church, should obscure 
from the Polish Government-in-Exile, its ad- 
herents and Catholics of Eastern Europe what 
the Orlemanski mission has brought to light. 
A realistic Soviet Russia, determined to have 
friendly states along her borders, bids them once 
again to be realistic as well. As neighbors, they 
have got to live together, the weak beside the 
strong. Russia prefers that they live together 
without discord. 
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For a Start on Lambert Field 

Expansion of Lambert Field has been decided 
upon, the plans are settled, the funds are avail- 
able, but no start has been made. Since the need 
for the airport’s enlargement is constant and 
increasing, it is not surprising to find John B. 
Randolph, manager of the field, recommending 
that work begin immediately. 

Safe and rapid handling of the airport’s traffic 
makes early action imperative. Mr. Randolph 
urges that the first step be removal of a hazard 
to commercial and military flyers, by covering 
the parts of Cold Water Creek that are still open. 
After that can come expansion of the area, for 
which options are now being taken, and the other 
necessary improvements. 

When these are completed, the airport will be 
ready for the greater traffic it is certain to re- 
ceive after the war. St. Louis will not be ready 
for its share of air traffic, however, until a sec- 
ond major airport is developed on the Columbia 
Bottoms site. |

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Bolivia’s Fight for Recognition 

The United States broke diplomatic relations 
with the Argentine Government, after its Fascist 
character had been definitely established. We 
have never recognized the Bolivian Government, 
although it has labored unceasingly to convince 
Washington of its friendship and trustworthiness. 

Some light is cast on this paradox by Allen 
Haden, writing from La Paz. Why did our State 
Department not recognize the Bolivian Govern- 
ment that took power after the Dec. 20 revolu- 
tion? Simply because, Mr. Haden learns, Argen- 
tinean wire-pullers prejudiced the case for United 
States recognition of Bolivia by hastily recogniz- 
ing it themselves. This put the Bolivian regime 
in bad odor with Washington. Argentine leaders 
hoped that Bolivia, rebuffed by the United States, 
would make common cause with them. 

This has not happened. Instead, Bolivia has 
cut off exports to the Axis and its stooges, ex- 
propriated Axis firms, increased shipments of 
quinine and other essentials to this country and 
taken other steps in an effort to convince Wash- 
ington of its good faith. 

When the full story of Bolivia's struggle for 
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recognition is told, the correspondent says, “there 
will be some gnashing of teeth and some very 
red faces in Washington.” Isn't it time for the 
State Department to set about reconsidering 
its policy toward Bolivia, and revising it in the 
light of the record? 
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Are All the Facts Known? 


The aldermanic Public Utilities Committee 
owes the. duty to the taxpayers to inquire fully 
into the cost of maintenance of street lights be- 
fore it recommends the awarding of a new con- 
tract for this service. 

A bill providing for a new contract to be 
awarded by competitive bidding is scheduled for 
consideration by the committee at its meeting 
next Friday. This bill has been pending for 
weeks, following the expiration last Dec. 12 of a 
three-year maintenance contract. 

In the interval, the committee should have in- 
formed itself fully on what the cost would be if 
the city itself maintained the lights. An engineer 
in the Public Utilities Department is said to have 
estimated the cost of the service would be in- 
creased $38,000 a year over the old contract price 
if the city undertook to do the work with its 
own employes and facilities. Has the committee 
checked this estimate? 

It may be that this function can be performed 
more cheaply by private enterprise. If so, the 
execution of a new contract is in order, but only 
after the fullest opportunity has been given for 
the submission of bids by all interestéd parties. 

The recent purchasers of the concern holding 
the old contract certainly should be in no pre- 
ferred position. The purchase was made after the 
contract had expired and when the service was 
being performed under a temporary extension. 
This firm should have the same opportunity as 
any other individual or concern to bid, but no 
special privilege.

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Postscript on De Gaulle 

We recommend to our readers’ attention the 
article that appearg today on the opposite page: 
Carroll Binder’s analysis of French-American re- 
lations, with particular reference to the Presi- 
dent’s unfortunate antipathy toward Gen. de 
Gaulle, and the disastrous results that are likely 
to follow if the present policy is not modified. 

Mr. Binder’s article is both a carefully docu- 
mented account ‘of the two countries’ relationship 
and a balanced appraisal of its complications, as 
induced by the actions of both sides. It is a long 
article, for it treats of a lengthy sequence of 
events which ig still in progress. In fact, a post- 
script is added by today’s news: De Gaulle’s 
statement in Algiers declaring that his commit- 
tee no longer considers itself bound by the agree- 
ment made between Gen. Clark and Adm. Darlan 
in November, 1942, when the Allied invasion of 
North Africa began. 

Considering the vast difference in the political 
beliefs and the personal records of De Gaulle and 
Darlan, such a stand is not surprising. However, 
it is improbable that an open disavowal would 
have been made at this crucial moment, to cause 
new anxiety in the Allied camp, were not De 
Gaulle speaking bitterly, as a man with a griev- 
ance,

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The Coal Figures’ Warning 

WPB Chairman Donald Nelson’s estimate of 
coal requirements for the winter of 1944-45 
should serve to warn every domestic consumer 
of coal in St. Louis and environs to lay in a 
supply of fuel at once. 

The coal industry produced the requirements 
of the past heating season with an all-time record 
output of 589 million tons, Yet, Mr. Nelson has 
advised the American Mining-Congress, 620 mil- 
lion tons will be required in the 1944-45 season. 
This demand must be met despite an increasing 
loss of miners to the armed services, There 
are about 21,000 miners under 26 years of age; 
and while deferments are being sought for some 
10,000 of them, there will be, at best, a more 
severe shortage of mine labor this year than last. 

Again, it ig repeated: Consumers who do not 
lay in their supply of coal now, when they 
have been amply warned, need expect little at- 
tention if they complain, after winter has set in, 
that they are unable to obtain fuel.

Program acting as thermostat to even the flow of business would 
. help avoid depressions and sustain postwar employment, writer 
says; offers it as compromise between unlimited free enterprise and 
state regulation; Federal public works would be available if needed,

A compensatory economy offers a com- 
promise between private enterprise and 
state regulation. The state is banker under 
this plan, not producer or distributor to 
any great degree. 

With the state as underwriter, a good 
deal of free enterprise can be maintained. 
Some functionless monopolies might even 
be broken up. Sweden has done this, She 
is the outstanding example of a compensa- 
tory economy in operation. 


Advocates of such a society define it by 
three basic planks: 


1, Business men are encouraged to pro- 


s0 long as the output is sound, in demand, 
and able to pay its own way. The free 
market should be expanded to the prac- 
ticable limit by enforcing the Sherman 
Act, by breaking up patent monopolies, by 
incentive taxation to promote venture cap- 
ital, and so on. 


Housing and Slum Clearance 


2. The Federal Government should co- 
Operate with local governments and local 
groups, to fill any serious gaps in employ- 
ment. It compensates where business falls 
short—hence “compensatory.” The gaps 
should be filled so far as possible with 
local projects, locally designed and admin- 
istered. 

Housing, slum clearance, parks, play- 
grounds, urban redevelopment, super high- 
ways, control of stream pollution, many 
other types of conservation, come under 
this head, A college education for quali- 
fied veterans is another good local project. 
Some can be completely self-liquidating, 
some partially so. 

3. The Federal Government co-operates 
with state governments to insure minimum 
standards of health and well-being. The 
Beveridge plan in Britain, the Wagner bill 
here, indicate how this can be done and 
social security extended to everyone. It 
puts an economic base under the whole 
system, through a steady flow of benefit 
payments—“hot money” on which business 
men can count, 

It has to be a pretty hidebound individ. 
ual who cries out against social security 
after the experiences of depression and 
war. Unemployment insurance is of the 
utmost importance right now, as war in- 
dustry is cut back and workers released. 


Value of Health Insurance 


Health insurance is absolutely necessary 
to maintain a strong, energetic population. 
One out of two of our boys summoned by 
the draft was rejected for physical defects. 
Universal medical care is not charity; it 
is stark biological survival. As for old- 
age pensions—ask any Congressman about 
the tidal wave of popular demand behind 
them. ' 

A compensatory economy might also 
be described as a “thermostat economy.” 
The controls, in other words, can operate 
automatically, the way your oil burner 
operates, if you have any oil. A group 
of research men from the universities or 
the foundations could set the thermostat, 
by giving us, every month, an accurate 
count of those seeking employment, 

Suppose the danger mark was three 
million, When the count reaches that 
figure, public works or services are initi- 
ated. Projects have been prepared in 
advance to employ so many persons at 


standard wages. No raking leaves—all 
should be projects which make the worker 
feel he is doing something important. 
When the count falls below three million, 
projects should be completed, but no new 
ones started. 


When the count indicates a labor short- 
age and a developing boom, a pre-arranged 
tax should be levied, or existing tax rates 
should be raised. The proceeds are then 
used to pay off part of the national debt. 


Thus the Government controls the pivot 
of the economic seesaw. When the saw 
starts down, the Government throws its 
weight up, and vice versa, In a deflation- 
ary period, the national credit expands; 
in an inflationary period, it shrinks. For 
the long swing, the burden of the national 
debt should never be allowed to increase 
faster than production. 


This thermostat idea is all very well, it 
may be objected, but where is the popular 
heat coming from to get what may be a 
conservative administration and a gunshy 
Congress to sponsor any such program? 
I think it is coming in due time from at 
least six directions. It is here, if anywhere, 
that the “native American - intelligence” 
will show itself. 


Many Groups Would Benefit 


Pressure for a compensatory economy 
would be in the interest of the following 
groups: 

1. Twelve million service men. 

2. Twenty million war workers. 

3%. Organized labor. 


4. Organized business, Officers of the 
Chamber of Commerce, the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, and the Com- 
mittee for Economic Development have 
repeatedly said that if private business 
cannot achieve a high level of employ- 
ment after the war, private busines#as a 
major factor in the economy is through. 


5. Ten million farmers and farm labor- 
ers, faced with their prices falling head- 
long, as they fell after the last war in 1920. 


6. The man on the street, who has not 
failed to notice that when war spending 
started after the defeat of France, unem- 
ployment presently vanished. 


Never forget the war has showed us 
that what is physically possible is finan- 
cially possible. We can build all the tanks 
we want, up to the limits of our man 
power and materials. Many soldiers and 
many citizens are asking why we cannot 
keep prosperous making houses for people 
to live in, as well as by making tanks for 
people to die in, The only answer is that 
we can. 


It would be curious and tragic if Ameri- 
cans, deluding themselves with myths 
about free enterprise, should neglect the 
lessons of the war and become the most 
backward people on earth. We love to 
keep up with new mechanical inventions. 
It is high time we did some keeping up 
with new social inventions.

A W oman’s Escape From France: 
An Interesting But Old Story 


“Yours Is the Earth,’’ by Margaret Vail. (J. B. Lip- 
pincott Co., Philadelphia.) 

The chief fault of this book is that it 
has been scooped. None of its informa- 
tion is news, because such testimonies as 
“Paris Underground” and “The Germans 
Came to Paris” gave us, months ago, full 
accounts of contemporary life in France. 
However, if any sentimental reader wants 
to learn how an American woman and her 
small daughter fled from the Nazis, there 
is probably no harm in it. 

In the last four years, the author has 
lived in occupied and unoccupied France, 
in Morocco and in the United States. It 
was always with difficulty, of course, that 
she moved from ore place to another, and 
her ultimate freedom was achieved only 
through a three-day trek across the 
Pyrenees mountains into Spain. But hero- 
ics are commonplace these days, and hers 
are scarcely unusual. 

. 


Many of Miss Vail’s observations are un- 
doubtedly accurate and deserve widespread 
credence. For example, in the fall of 1940 
she wrote: “The average Frenchwoman is 
not thinking of creeds or ideals at this 
time. ... She is concerned chiefly for her 
children, how she is to feed and clothe 
them, and she is rather tired of the whole 
business of war. She wants the side to 
win which will win the more quickly.” And 
of course, in 1940 that side appeared to be 
Germany. 

During her brief residence in Morocco 
early in 1942, Miss Vail realized that the 
French would resist any attack there, no 
matter who made it. Their reason was that 
“France could not afford to lose even more 
prestige with the natives than she had 
already lost. Presumably Morocco would 
still be under French control after the 
war, and France's dignity had to be pre- 
served.”

Her evaluation of Gen. Giraud, however, 
is less acceptable. French officers “wor- 
shiped” him, she reports, and “all avowed 
that wherever the General might ask them 
to go, there they would go.” Recent events 
do not corroborate that view, nor do other 
witnesses of the North African scene agree 
with her. 

Miss Vail’s escape from France was in- 
deed the work of a courageous woman, 
and it seems almost unchivalrous to be- 
little her story. But if the book were less 
personal, it might seem more significant,

A Plan for Calendar Reform 


“The Calendar for Everybody,” by Elizabeth 

Achelis, (G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York.) 

It is time to do something about the 
calendar, says Elizabeth Achelis of New 
York, who has made its reform her life 
work. Months of varying length are a 
nuisance. So is the fact that a date falls 
on different week days from year to year. 
And the unequal number of days in the 
year’s quarters is a handicap to keeping 
business records. The necessity for a new 
calendar pad each year is denounced as 
economic waste. 

Miss Achelis has her own plan, described 
in “The Calendar for Everybody.” Her 
World Calendar idea alters the num- 
ber of days in various months so that each 
quarter-year begins on Sunday and has 91 
days. The total is brought to 365 with an 
extra day, called “W,” as a suggested holl- 
day after Dec. 30, and a June W for leap 
year. 

There would be advantages for all in a 
stable calendar, Miss Achelis says, and it 
can be adopted readily in 1945, which be- 
gins on a Sunday. But all is in readiness 
to continue her campaign beyond that date 
if it doesn't achieve success this year.

wise delicious oatmeal cookies. 
One is that the whole flakes of the 
rolled oats show up in the cookie 
and the result is a very attractive 
texture. Another is the pleasing 
crisp tender feature, and the third 
is that the cookie is flat and thin, 
which is a.welcome change from 
the thick rounded drop type of 
cookie. The flavor and general ap- 
petite appeal is similar to any oth- 
er satisfying oatmeal cookie. 

Oatmeal Cookies. 

Two cups all-purpose flour, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon soda, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-half teaspoon nutmeg, 
one egg, one cup sugar, one-half 
cup butter, melted with one-quar- 
ter. cup lard, two tablespoons mo- 
lasses, two tablespoons water, two 
cups regular oatmeal, one-half cup 
chopped raisins, one-half cup 
chopped pecans. 

Sift flour. measure and resift 
with salt, soda and spices. Beat 
egg, add sugar, mix well, then add 
melted shortenings, molasses and 
water, Combine two mixtures, mix 
well, Add oatmeal, raisins and pe- 
cans, Mix thoroughly. Drop mix- 
ture from tablespoon onto lightly 
greased cookie sheet, far enough 
apart to allow for spreading. 
Shape with fingers into rounds 
(about 2 inches in diameter) and 
flatten to about one-quarter-inch 
thickness. Bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) 12 to 15 minutes. 
Remove from cookie sheet onto a 
cake rack while slightly warm. 
Makes about four dozen good sized 
cookies,

Physician, but 
Poor Surgeon

HAVE before me a number of 
| articies dealing with the ad- 

vances and improvements made 
in surgery during the present war. 
I have collected them from time to 
time within the last year. The 
total impression that remains 
from examining all of them is 
that war does not teach very 
much that is useful. In short to 
most of the sensational announce- 
ments in the press of startling 
new improvements in surgery 
brought about by the war, may be 
applied the old and cynical surgi- 
cal phrase—“Most of what is true 
is not new, and most of what is 
new is not true,” 

The most valuable lessons which 
have been applied in the. present 
conflict have been learned from 
the extraordinary advance of in- 
dustrial surgery between World 
War I and World War II And 
that improvement has mostly been 
a matter of organization. Indus- 
trial surgeons found that in any 
given plant devoted to the manu- 
facturing of a given product, the 
chemical and manufacturing pro- 
cedures involved will result in a 
percentage rate of certain kinds 
of accidents. mt 


* * 

THEIR SURGICAL plants are 
especially set up with apparatus to 
treat the two or three kinds of 
accidents that experience #has 
taught them are the overwhelm- 
ingly most common in their par- 
ticular plant. This ties in with 
the other great lessons of indus- 
trial surgery which is that the 
sooner proper surgery is applied to 
an accident the better the results. 
And they improve not in arithme- 
tical, but in geometrical ratio. 

The motto for the Army doctor 
is—“There is no substitute for 
good surgery.” No trick method 
or invention has elbowed that out 
of the picture. 

The three things that are new 
and are decided helps to reducing 
mortality and disability in this 
war are blood plasma, chemo- 
therapy (by which I mean the 
sulfa drugs and penicillin), and 
the immediate rapid and comfort- 
able methods of transporting the 
wounded to a base where repair 
surgery can be applied at the goon- 
est possible moment, 

A well known surgeon has given 
out the following rules: 

Although it may not be possible 
during rapid troop movements, ex- 
pert wound care is more important 
than chemotherapy. 

The four horsemen of destruc- 
tien are: shock, hemorrhage, in- 
fection and pain. 

The pillars of treatment are: 
good surgery, transfusions of 
blood or plasma, chemotherapy 
and rapid transportation to the 
installation where proper care can 
be administered. In battle the last 
includes air transport planes.

THE FIVE GREATEST discov- 
eries of surgery are: asepsis, an- 
ésthesia, chemotherapy, X-ray 
and transfusions of blood and 
plasma, 

Nature is a good physician, but 
a poor surgeon. 

A dermatological friend of mine 
was smiling somewhat cynically at 
the news announcement of the 
brand new paraffin bath treat- 
ment for frostbite. During his 
combat experience in World War I 
he himself installed a paraffin 
bath room for certain kinds of 
wounds at his base in Limoges, 
France, It is good stuff all right 
in the proper kinds of wounds, 
but it is a little tough to tell a 
fellow who introduced it twenty- 
six years ago that it is a brand 
new discovery. 

Along the same lines is the an- 
nouncement from the Russian 
medica] corps of “another develop- 
ment” in the repair of severed 
nerves by splinting in a dead 
nerve between the two cut ends 
of a severed nerve, and giving the 
nerves a path to grow over and 
provide means of regeneration.

HOLLYWOOD. 


OLLYWOOD may be profes- 
sionally a glamor factory. In- 
stead of tables, or automobiles, 
or wearing apparel, Hollywood’s 
mode of making a living rests on 
weaving fancy films to please and 
entertain the rest of the nation, 
But, with that one exception, Hol- 
lywood is just another American 
city—made up of people like you 
and you and you. 

Dig back behind the scenes a 
bit and you make this momentous 
discovery.
